Commission approval of a grant agreement between the Charter County of 
Wayne and the State of Michigan Department of Natural Resources (DNR) in the 
amount of $154,550 for the 2019 Marine Safety Grant; the Sheriff advises that

federal funding is from January 1, 2019 through September 30, 2019 and the 
term of the state funding is from January 1, 2019 through December 31, 2019; 
the revenue from the grant will be deposited into Account Nos. 101 33100 
529000/543000 (Sheriff-Marine Law Enf). (2019-71-054) 

2. Communication dated August 26, 2019 (received August 29th) requesting 
exigent approval of a grant application and award between the Charter County of 
Wayne and the Michigan State Police, Office of Highway Safety Planning 
(OHSP) in the amount of $1,224,595 for the 2020 Secondary Road Patrol (SRP) 
and Traffic Accident Prevention program; the County Executive advises that this 
grant will fund 9 full-time employees including officers, corporals and sergeants, 
and funding also includes fringe benefits, materials and supplies; there is no 
match required; the term of the grant is from October 1,2019 through September 
30, 2020; the revenue from the grant will be deposited into Account No. 101 
33300 543000 (Sheriff-Secondary Roads). (2019-71-063)
